ABLISHED IN LONDON. - ~

T was at Richmond Park and saw 
a remarkable demonstration given 
in the.open—a demonstration show- 
ing what can be done by Intensive 
‘training. - The horse had ordinary 
snaffle and curb. Its: réins were 
removed, and for them were. sub- 
atituted mere strings of brown 
paper. With. these as the only 
controls for the mouth the horse 
did figures of eight, changing feet, 
correctly, jumped ditches, and halt- 
ed, galloped and again halted ‘in 
obedience to the rein, a special re- 
presentative informa ‘the “Morning 
Post.” ' Bis we 

The demonstration was given 
partly with a view of showing the, 
magnificent opportunities ‘that Lon- 
don offers for riding with its en- 
ormous open spaces. . Richmond, 
despite its vast extent, scemed full 
of horses to-day, but ‘there. was 
manifest evidence of lack of school- 
ing. 


_ Att of Riding. 


Lieutenant-Colonel “McTaggart, 
lwho.is a staunch advocate of the 
riding school, ‘discussing English 
and foreign riding with me, sald: 

“Tf our hunting friends would 
jonly work at, and practise the arts 
of equitation more, we should have 
fewer falls, far léss aceidenta or 
lame horses, than we have to-day. 
Let us for a moment compare the 
difference between ourselves and 
the Continental riders. With them, 
probably .owing’ to climatic condi- 
tions, and difficulties in finding 
suitable. riding . facilities, they 
spend much of their time in the 
school. This enables them . to 
learn thoroughly the art of equita- 
tion and to produce much more 
highly-trained horses than we can 
hope to attain. . But with us, how 
much do we use the riding school? 
You know very well we’ hardly use 
it at all, It is. looked down upon 
as a nursery for beginners, child- 
ren, and polo pontes. | 


‘In England beginners usually 
take a dozen lessons or so, not, to 
learn to ride, but, to learn to ride 
well enough to go out’ hunting, 
Directly they can jump a° fence 
with. reasonable security, they 
throw up their. lessons and finish 
their education in’ the hunting 
field, with often disastrous resulta 
for thelr horses or’ themselves. ° 

“Undoubtedly much better re- 
sults would be obtained if our nags- 
men studied equitation more, . I 
seldom see a figure of eight and 
change done well,.and yet that is 
one of the most important exercises 
in schooling. I think, [fas many 
people as possible and all nagsmen 
were to spend a good deal of time 
in a riding. school first, before they 
came out hunting, it would add en- 
ormously to their happiness.and to 
their safety. & 

“But to take the other-side, we 
must not forget that the Contin- 
ental rider would give almost 
everything he possessed to be able 
to get the riding facilities we have, 


in foxhunting throughout all the! 


winter months. So that you can 
comfort yourself with thia thought. 
“We undoubtedly do not do near- 
ly enough riding scHdol, and hunt 
long before we are ready for it, 
while they do. too much riding 
}school because they can get no 
hunting. 1 * 
. “We can do nothing well except 
by study, and the hunting field is a 
place, not to study in, but to put 
into. practice the lessons we ought 
to have learnt in the school,’ the 
manege, or the paddock.” ‘aa

. velopment, Confucius gave the fol- 
. Jowing:” “The superior man has 
nine things which are subjects of 
thoughtful consideration. In re- 
gard to the use of his eye,- he is’ 
anxious to see clearly. In regard 
to his ears, he is anxious to hear 
distinctly. In regard to his, coun- 
‘tenance, he is: anxious that, it 
should he’benign. In regard to his 
demeandur, he fs anxious that it 
‘should be respectful. In regard to 
his speech he Is anxioua that It 
should be sincere, In regard to 
his doing business, .he is anxious 
that it should be reverently care- 
ful. In regard to-what ho doubts, 
he is anxious to question others. 
When he is angry, he thinks of 
the difficulties his anger may In- 
volye him in. When he sees gain

Yung. By Chung is denoted the 
correct course to be pursued by all 
under heaven; by Yung fs denot- 
ed the fixed prineiple regulating 
all heaven.” Confucius said: “Per- 
fect is the virtue which is in_ac- 
cordance with the Mean!. Rare 
for a long time has been its prac- 
tice among the people. I know 
how it is that the path of the

ing yo beyond it, and the stupid 
do not come up to it. I know how’ 
it is thatthe path of the Mean is 
not understood:—The ‘men of 
talents and virtue go beyond it, 
and the’ worthless do not come up 
to it.

The earlier 
part of Prof. Osborn'’s book gives 
a very interesting account of ‘these 


early findings and the conclusions 
which may be drawn from them. 

The next part deals with the de- 
velopment of our knowledge. of 
Mousterian man and his artiatie 
workmanship in the caves of 
France . and northern... Spain. 
Burial seems to have begun with 
him. And the introduction of 
buria) was fortunate for the 
modern anthropologist. Prior to 


| the practice of it few skeletons are 


found. Prof. Osborn suggests that 
the practice may have been ‘due to 
the mystery and awe’ of cave life. 
In the cave, at all events, are left 
to us the. traces of his wonderful 
artistic faculty. Perhaps It, too, 
was the tangible objectification of 
hig mystery and magic: a 

. Prof.. Osborn next passes on to 
an interesting account of. neolithic 
man, the builder of the cromlechs, 
dolmens,.and tumul! before which 
we now stand in awe at Carnac, 
Loemariaquer, Stonehenge, and 
Avebury... By this time agriculture 
had been introduced. Man had had 


‘to find another means besides the 
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chase to satisfy his daily;wants. 
With agriculture came the worship 
of the sun and. the study of the 
calendar. Were these great satruc- 
tures, then, sun temples and their 
artistic designs, cornfields? | Prof. 
Osborn takes this view, and we are 
more than half inclined to follow 
him. But we muet remember that 
there i3 at present in England’a 
strong and vocal school entirely 
opposed to this view. 

The volume closes up with a dis- 
cuasfon on the probable centre of 
origin of the human race, and the 
possible lines of their distribution. 

In this Prof. Osborn follows the
